POULTRY-KEEPING FOR FARMERS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Poultry : Correspondent 

says :— 

No one should make more of poultry than 
the farmer. He should be able to feed 
his birds on half what it costs those who 
have to buy everything, and the condi- 
tions in which they may be kent are the 
very best for good results. And yet we 
do not find that there are many farmers 
in Ireland making a good profit from 
their poultry. Let us see if we can 
find out the reason. We believe there 
are four factors which have a deterrent 
effect in keeping farmers from reaping 
the profit they should from their 
poultry. These four factors are unsuit- 
able stock, late hatching, insufficient 
housing and bad marketing.

ONLY FIVE NEW ABBEY PLAYS. 
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OPENING OF THE GATE THEATRE IN DUBLIN. 
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HE year 1930 im the Irish theatre is, 


I said now “' In after years this also shall 
be known, but now delay not.” The particular 
“this” which shall be known will be nothing 
great or important in itself, but»will be 
rendered important only by the relativity in 
which it may stand to its context. In so far 
as the drama is concerned, the year 1930 has 
been one of the poorest known since the 
opening of the Abbey Theatre twenty-six 
years ago. Only five new plays were pro- 
duced there during the year, and for the first 
time since its opening it is necessary to look 
elsewhere for the outstanding events of the 
year in the theatre of Ireland. 


THE GATE, 


Probably, the most significant event in the 
history of the Irish theatre during the year 
was the opening of the Gate Theatre. While 
at, the little Peacock Theatre, the Dublin 
Gate Theatre Studio 
had made a definite 
place for itself, and 
had succeeded in 
achieving a reputa- 
tion for staging good 
spr worthily, In 
‘ebruary of 1930 the 
Company opened its 
own new theatre in 
the Rotunda Build- 
ings, and during the 
short period of its 
existence the Gate 
Theatre under the 
joint direction of Mr. 
Hilton Edwards and 
Mr. MacLiammboir 
: has done much that 
is memorable; but so far it has not surpassed 
its best efforts at the Peacock Theatre. last 
year. Ag the theatre in Dublin and Ireland 
stands to-day, the existence of sich an in-. 
stitution as the Gate Theatre is essential to 
the development of the art of the drama. 
What is generally known as the “ peasant 
play ” has now gone quite out.of fashion, so 
that even in the Abbey Theatre the urban 
and bourgeois drama has established itself. 

In Ireland there is undoubtedly material in 
abundance for such drama; but the models 
upon which it may be built have hitherto 
been absent from the Irish stage. It is these 
models which the Gate Theatre must supply, 
since the Dublin Drama League has apparently 
ceased to function. The Drama League 
demonstrated that the audience for such 
plays consisted almost entirely of playwrights, 
potential playwrights, amateur and profes- 
sional actors, with a small sprinkling of the 
general public. The Dublin Drama League 
did a very necessary work in keeping the best 
plays of the contemporary stage in the minds 
of Irish. playwrights, and the Gate Theatre 
must carry on that important work. It is 
now slowly and painfully gathering‘an audi- 
ence, and is passing through the phase which 
the Abbey Theatre knew only too well during 
the first five years of its life. 

Another significant thing about the Irish 
theatre during the year was the absence of all 
the important dramatists, with the exception 
of Mr. Yeats, from the list of “first produc- 
tions” at the Abbey. The whole world is 
now familiar with thé storied rejection ~of 
bas by such outstanding literary figures as 

essrs. Austin Clarke and T. C. Murray, but 
there has been no new Robinson, or O’Casey, 
or Lady Gregory, or Brinsley MacNamara to 
demonstrate that the “old gang” still 
fiourishes. More to be regretted, perhaps, is 
the ract that new playwrights have not come 
forward in their usual abundance. 

The year opened with “Dark Isle,’’ by 
Gerald Brosnan, and within a few weeks 
“Peter.” by Rutherford Mayne, was pro- 
duced. Two new plays 
within a month 
augured well, but 
then the supply fell 
off, and a 8 two 
others were staged 
for the first time be- 
fore the summer re- 
cess. “ The New Gos. 
soon,” by George 
Shiels, was popular, 
but otherwise undis- 
tinguished; and 
Major Bryan Cooper's 
“* Let the Credit Go 
had the distinction of 
introducing the detec- 
tive play to the 
Abbey stage. As this 
is the late Major Cooper's only play, it is 
difficult to say whether he would have been 
a good dramatist, but the play suggests that 
a good dramatist was lost when he died. In

At the Gate Theatre sixteen new pro- 
grammes were submitted during the year, 
and of these easily the most important was 
the first production in Ireland of Shaw’s 
““ Back to Methuselah.”’ This production was 
in every way meritorious, and attracte1 
packed houses throughout its two weeks’ run. 
The production#@ at the Gate were varied 
enough to satisfy every type of theatre-goer, 
but they were not always good plays worthily 
played. After ‘‘ Back to Methuselah’’ the 
most memorable productions were those of 
“Faust,” “Berkeley: . Square,” “The 
Witch,’”” and ‘The Beaux’ Stratagem.”” The 
most popular production was certainly “ Ten 
Nights in a Bar Room,’’ whose success would 
seem to suggest the existence of a consider- 
able number of people in Dublin who desire 
such entertainment. Possibly, the melodrama 
of the old Queen’s Theatre, now a cinema, 
would be still exceedingly attractive, and 
secure large audiences. While many of the 
Gate prodr-tions were such as would have 
command-" '‘-rve audiences anywhere, it 
must be poted with regret that audiences 
were not always as large as might have been 
expected. Thic. however, is probably a puss: 
ing phase “eh will he rectified in time.

The Lost Ball 
The Glen of the Dargle. 
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‘The Dargle. 
I have known the Glen of the Dargle in 
sp summer and autumn, but never 
have I seen this famous beauty spot to 
| better advantage than a few days ago. 
When the trees are covered with leaves it 
is impossible, from the western side, to get 
a full view of the river, but now, through 
the bare branches, the picturesque torrent 
can be traced for almost the whole of its 
course. Fortunately, at the time of my 
visit, the wintry sun had not yet dis- 
appeared behind Tonduff, so that its slant- 
ing rays caught the turbulent stream. and 
set it glowing- like a chain of diamonds. 
There was hardly a breath of air blowing, 
and not a sound save the music of the 
water beneath—‘‘the first of earthly 
singers,’’ as Meredith has it. 
or those who do not wish to walk too 
far the best way to approach the Dargle is 
by the entrance at the top of Enniskerry 
Hill, which leads to the west gate. This 
path follows the bank of the river at a 
great height, through a wood rich in oaks 
and evergreens, with a continuous carpet 
of oak leaves under foot. The highest 
point is reached at the well-known 
““ Lovers’ Leap,” a large overhanging rock, 
which had better be avoided by those un- 
accustomed to heights, as the sight of the 
rushing stream several hundred feet below 
is conducive to dizziness. Beyond the 
“Leap ” the path winds down to the 
northern gate, and a little further on may 
be seen a marvellous piece of engineering, 
the main Vartry water-pipe emerging from 
beneath the hills to cross the river, 


Rosary Lodge. 


One of the Christmas relief works under- 
taken in the Borough of Dun Laoghaire 
was the final demolishing of Rosary Lodge 
—an old house which could only be seen 
from Library road, though its entrance 
was from York road. This old house was 
once, as I heard a man express it, “‘ the 
crack school in Ireland ' ; and many men 
now famous in different ways went there. 
An elderly friend tells me that she can 
remember when it was a school, and she 
claims to have known all the masters by 
sight. 

s The house was partly dismantled for 
many years, but a part of it was used as 
a dwelling almost to the last. Some of the 
wood from the roof was given to the poor 
people round, and will provide cheery 
fires, or even material for hen houses. 
There was very good stuff in the old 
building, as I am told/by one person, who 
ought to know ; for a portion of her garden 
was bounded by one of the walls of the 
house and during the breaking-up process 
piles of enormous granite slabs de- 
scended among her flower beds. Still, 
the minimum of damage was done, 
and the workmen cleared away very ! 
carefully, removing every scap of stuff, 
and even borrowing tools to loosen up the 
earth which had been flattened. by the 
falling stone. 

The old Rosary is now but a few heaps 
of rubble and a memory, and the countless 
small birds and rats which kept house 
within its shelter have had to find other 
homes.

Dining-Room Etiquette. 


Having emerged more or less success- 
fully from the ordeal of carving the 
Christmas fare, which most of us have to 
face at this season, I happened to pick up 
an old book that deals with some of the 
eating habits of our forefathers. That 
useful instrument, the fork, I learnt, was 
hardly known before the sixteenth century. 
Among very highly-placed people special 
carvers cut pieces of meat from the joint 
and placed them on platters before the 
guests, but the crdinary middle-class diner 
went to the joint himself and cut off a 
portion with his clasp-knife, using the 
fingers of his left hand as a fork. Giraldus 
Cambrensis states that his countrymen, 
the Welsh, did not sit, or even lie, down 
at table to eat. In Ireland, according to 
Dr. Joyce, a little table was usually placed 
before the diner, who reclined partly on a 
couch; in the manner of the ancient 
Romans, having first had his shoes or 
sandals removed by an attendant. Every 
guest was given a small piece of salt, which 
was then a precious commodity, and this 
he reduced to powder by grinding it under 
his wineglass. The business of washing up 
was simpler than it is now; for the dishes 
were made of wood, and the diner cleaned 
—- own knife by thrusting it into the clay 

oor.

old year fades into obscurity and a new year 
is ushered into our lives. The noise of the 
sirens from the River Liffey, which at any 
other time would be but a discordant din, 
are on New Year's Eve messages filled with 
poignant meaning. It is during those last 
ten minutes of the old year, when we review 
the various incidents in our lives for the 
twelve months that are past, that the Liffey 
bids us linger no more in vain regrets or 
dwell, unn ily, on our heartfelt sorrows. 
The renewed mediey of sound after midnight 
holds forth encouragement and good cheer, 
reminding the listeners that a new year has 
comé—the year, perhaps, which will bring 
compensation for sorrows in the past, or 
during which cherished ambitions will be 
fulfilled. 

The night of the New Year is the only 
occasion on which the River Liffey takes an 
active part in any of the festivities that may 
be held by dwellers on shore. Then, as 
residents in the vicinity agree, it does so in 
no uncertain manner. 

The little schooner is undaunted because its 
hand-worked reed fog horn is drowned by 
the piping squeak of a neighbouring puffer. 
The puffer is not in the least lismayed 
because its effort is overcome entirely by 
the raucous roar of a neighbouring collier, 
which, in turn, finds it difficult to compete 
with the deep-throated bellow of a bulky 
cargo man. Rapidly the hands of the clock 
approach the fatal hour, and the old year, 
as though dismayed at the noises, scurries 
off to make room for its successor. 


NO REST FOR COLLIERS. —.- 

Last week was rather eg in the Liffey, 
so far as foreign arrivals were concerned. 
The American steamer, Mount lvans, 3,903 
tons register, with Captain Wightwick in 
charge, arrived on Christmas Eve from Port- 
land, Oregon, via New Orleans, Glasgow and 
Belfast, with a small consignment of general 
cargo. Her crew would have welcomed a 
stay in Dublin over Christmas, but fate and 
her owners decreed otherwise; for she sailed 
on the day of her arrival. More sympathy, 
perhaps, should be given to the colliers, nine 
sitogether, which were also compelled to sail 
on Christmas Eve, as there are quite a 
number of Dublin men Mane their crews.

In spite of the south-west gale which was 
blowing on Saturday last, the Kirohima Maru 
left the Liffey; intending to proceed on her 
passage to Limerick. The weather became 
so severe, however, that, in company with 
three smaller vessels, she came to an anchor 
in Seotsman’s Bay, Kingstown, where she 
remained until Sunday morning. 


THE LAST SHIP OF THE YEAR.

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MR. H. W. JACKSON, K.C. 

We regret to announce the death, which 
took place on the. 28th imstant at 
his residence, 44 Fitzwilliam square, Dublin, 
of Mr. H. W. Jackson, K.C., youngest son 
of the late Mr. Henry Jackson, J.P., of Cara, 
Clones, Co. Monaghan. Mr. H. W. Jackson 
was well known, not only as a landlord, but 
as a member of the Bar. He was educated 
in Trinity College, Dublin, where he toox 
his. M.A. degree, and, having been called 
to the Bar in the Michaelmas Term of 1879, 
he practised for a considerable time on the 
North-East Circuit, holding the position of 
counsel to the Post Office and á ag in 
many important cases. He was called to the 
Inner Bar on the 22nd April, 1899, and was 
a familiar figure in the courts in Dublin. 
Here he built up a substantial practice, and 
in 1918 he was appointed Master of the High 
Court by the then Lord Chancellor, the pre- 
sent Lord Glenavy, and held that position until 
his retirement in 1926.

In the majority 
of industrial: securities, however, the 
general depression of the world has 
reflected itself in gloomy announcements 
by directors that the dividend would be 
reduced if, indeed, it was not passed. 
Thus many shareholders have been 


-| forced to watch a continued and depress- 


ing loss of capital. The fall in 
industrials has had its effect on those 
enterprises that are dependent on 
industry, and Home Rails record a steady 
decline. The resultant imprisonment of 
money in shares that could not be sold 
without serious loss, and the shortage of 
hew money owing to bad trade, have meant 
a poor year both in Dublin and in London 
for stockbrokers. In the gilt-edged 
market, however, 1930 had its moments of 
a promise which, in so far as the Free 
State is concerned, has not yet been 
extinguished. 

As is inevitable when the industrial 
counters are depressed, such loose money 
as was available found its way into gilt- 
edged securities, and this wholly natural 
tendency during the last twelve months 
was enhanced by the reduction of the 
Bank of England's lending rate from six 
to three per cent, In practice the low rate 
failed to achieve the object of the direc- 
tors—namely, to stimulate trade—but 
forced people to look for a higher return 
for their savings, which could be found 
with safety only in the longer-dated 
Government securities. A sort of gilt- 
edged “ ramp ” was the result. This rush 
for such stock, while it was of little 
benefit to British industry, which required 
all available funds for its “ rationalisa- 
tion ' and other kindred purposes, was ot 
the greatest value to the Free State, whose 
Minister for Finance was enabled thereby 
to issue a new 44 per Cent. Third Loan of 
£6,000,000 at 935. His redemption of a 
large portion of the 5 per Cent. Compensa- 
tion Stock—he repaid £704,000 during the 
year—was made possible by the same 
causes. Indeed, the remarkable firmness 
of Free State securities under the lead of 
the National Loan has been the out- 
standing feature of the year. The basic 
reasons of this happy state of affairs are, 
of course, economic, but the greatest credit 
must be given to Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment, whose sound finance and determina- 
tion to discharge its debts have earned 
that highest token of esteem—the willing- 
ness of people in other countries to entrust 
their money to it. 

A noteworthy instance of this faith in 
the future of the Free State can be found 
in the response to the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation’s issue of a second series of 
£250,000 bonds at one premium. Not 
only was the application list closed within 
two hours of its opening, but many of the 
applications came from Great Britain and 
the Six Counties. Irish Corporation and 
Township stocks, too, have been supported, 
and, even among industrials, the Dublin 
Stock Exchange’s wintry year was not 
altogether unrelieved by any ray of sun- 
shine. Messrs. Guinness and Co.’s adver- 
tising campaign has had the happiest 
effects upon the firm’s export figures, 
and the other breweries have done 
well. Generally, if 1950 was not 
a vintage year for Dublin stockbrokers, at 
least its record shows that Irish investors 
will be among the first to derive benefit 
from a revival of the world’s trade when 
that. long-desired event occurs. No 
country’s. fiscal reputation is higher than 
that of the Free State, and, so long as the 
present Government is in office, there is 
no need to fear for that reputation. It is 
the business, therefore, of all responsible 
people who have.a stake in the country— 
for their own sake as well as for that of 
their poorer brethren—to see that a sound 
and. soberly progressive administration is 
not ousted by a party which deals in 
watchwords overmuch, and in practical 
economics not at all.

At 
present the Territory is overawed by a 
peculiarly horrible clan of witch doctors, 
known as the Baswezi, which accepts no 
member until he has murdered two of his 
relatives in cold blood. Some witch doctors 
specialise—like the old Roman witches— 
in “‘revenge magic,”” and can impart 
leprosy to their victims. Thus, between 
the practice of witchcraft and the fear of 
it, millions of Africans pass their lives 
in aviciouscircle, Such primitive savagery 
is in grim contrast with native demands 
for al] the fancied privileges of democratic 
government; yet some legislators at West- 
minster pretend th8t native South Africa 
is ripe for adult suffrage. 


Australia’s Ban. 


Australia in her present financial crisis 
has decided to care first for. her own 
citizens. A few weeks ago, it will be re- 
membered, Mr. Scullin ventilated this 
sentiment in explanation of the embargo 
that the Commonwealth had placed on a 
shipload of Italians, who wished to seek 
their fortunes: under her xgis. Now the 
Australian Government has adopted the 
attitude officially, and, until the country’s 
economic condition warrants its lifting, 
a stricter ban will be placed on alien 
immigration. In future, therefore, only 
British subjects or those who already hold 
permits’ will be allowed to. land at 
Australian ports. Tourists. and business 
men, of course, will not be affected. We 
are glad to learn that the Commonwealth 
Government has warned - the various 
shipping companies that facilities for 
emigration to. Australia ought not 
to be afforded; for the theory -that 
money is easier to earn abroad- than: at 
home dies hard, especially in the Irish 
breast. In other days this creed was un- 
assailable and its devotees reaped rich re- 
wards. Now, however, the Free State is 
becoming one of the few countries where 
prospects are encouraging, even if the 
present leaves something to be desired. 
Yet the promise of the Free State's futhre 


can be realised only if har sons and. 


daughters will resfain to give her. their 
services. Australia’s action, in view ‘of 
her present troubles, is natural, 
her shortage of population is likely to 
delay the return of prosperity, and 
may endanger her international posi- 
tion. The Free State, owing to the nearer 
protection of the Royal Navy, need 
not fear external aggression, but, while 
Irishmen and Irishwomen are not content 
to stay at home and develop the undoubted 
resources that lie fallow, it. is dificult to 
see how Ireland can fulfil her destiny. 


Irish Bze-keepers. 


A popular song of the last generation 
tells how the singer '' can do without the 
honey, can do without the money, but must 
have love, love, love.” It appears that 
Irish bee-keepers during 1930 have had to 


content themselves with the grand passion,. 


since honey, and pelf in consequence, have 
been sadly lacking. We learn that the 
year which draws to its close to-day has 
been unsatisfactory so far as the yield of 
honey is concerned ; indeed, the yield has 
been only about one-quarter of a good 
season’s gathering. Prices, too, were 
below the average, until the scarcity of 
honey caused them to improve to their 
present level. It is a consolation both to 
bee-keepers and to all lovers of the pleasant 
commodity that the prospects for 1931 are 
brighter. ‘‘ If stocks are well cared during 
this winter,’’ we are told, “ and if an early 
spring favours the growth of flowers, 1931 
may provide a good crop.’ We trust that 
the possibility will become a fact, partly 
for the industry's sake, and partly in order 
that the coming-of-age of the County Wex- 
ford Bee-keepers’ Association, a modest and 
meritorious society, may be celebrated in a 
year of plenty. If seasons of fair weather 
and of foul alternated in strict order, there 
would be less anxiety ; for 1929, in contrast 
with its successor, was the best “' bee 
year ” since 1920. Where livelihood so 
largely depends upon the weather, bee- 
keepers are unlikely to derive much solace 
from the fact that philosophers have seen 
symbols in their calling, and that Virgil 
devoted a book of his most delightful poem 
to its praise.” '

THE BASIC CONSIDERATION 


The official report issued by Mr. Finlay 
Gibson, Secretary to the Monmouthshire 
and South Wales Coal-owners’ Association 
was as follows :— os 


“ At the outset.of this morning’s pro- 
ceedings the workmen’s representatives 
stated that ‘they had submitted their case 
to the National Industrial Board, which 
had issued: its rt and: recommenda- 
tions, and that the workmen's representa- 
tives intended to abide by its findings. 
The owners’ representatives, in reply, said 
that they had séen the report of the 
National Industrial’ Board, but they 
ch 8 out that--their attitude to the 

oard was well known, and that the 
fs pe could not enter into their cén- 
sideration; neither could ‘it affect their 
views on the vital question at issue. 

“ The basic consideration was that there 
was not the money in the industry to pay 
the wages which had prevailed, even under 
the.Eight Hours Act, and that, on the 


pay the same wages for less work, even 
during the temporary period. 


owners to reduce wages for the sake of 
reducing them; but it was impossible to 
continue to pay when they had not got 
the money. The accumulation of losses 
was so great that the very existence of the 
industry was menaced. Moreover, the 
steady fall which had taken place in the 
cost of living had, in fact, resulted in an 
increase in real. wages to the men. 

‘“In the course of further discussion, 
the owners’ representatives urged that the 
determination of a permanent settlement 
was of vital importance in the interests of 
the trade and of the workmen, and that, 
therefore, a permanent settlement should 
be arrived at with the least possible delay, 
as trade was ‘already being driven from 
South Wales in consequence of the pre- 
vailing uncertainty. 

A REJECTED OFFER. 

“The owners reminded the workmen’s 
representatives that they had. submitted, 
at a previous meeting, a proposal that the 
collieries should continue to work during 
the month of January. on the terms in 
force during December. They had been 
willing. to pay the same money for the 
same amount of work during this tem- 
porary period, thereby ensuring that. 
neither side should be prejudiced hail the 
negotiations for a permanent settlement 
took place. 

““As this offer, however, had been 
refused, the owners were driven back to 
the statutory position created under the 
Coal Mines Act, establishing a newly- 
formed daily shift of seven and a-half hours. 
Under these hours they proposed that 
collieries should remain open for work as 
from January 1st, next, and that the pre- 
sent terms should operate during the 
temporary period, subject ,to adjustment 
proportionate to the reduction in hours 
to those men whose hours would be 
affected by the Act, 

“The arrangement of seven and a-half 
hours on every day of the working week 
would remove the difficulty raised by the 
workmen’s .reptesentatives in regard to 
the idle Saturday... _ i 

“At the same time the owners intimated 
that, so far as they were concerned, they 
were stil! prepared to continue for the 
month of January the same terms as had 
been in force for December, if the work- 
men would agree to take advantage of the 
proviso in the Act in regard to a spread- 
over. i 
““In conclusion, the owners again ex- 
pressed their willingness to discuss forth- 
with with the workmen’s representatives 
the terms of a permanent arrangement, 
with the proviso that any matters on 
which there might be a failure to agree 
should be referred to independent arbitra- 
tion. They were not prepared to carry 
on the collieries ‘until the end of March 
on the present temporary terms, and

NEW YURK, Tuesday. 

One of the most vigorous advances in 
Railway shaies of recent years occurred 
on the New York Stock Exchange to-day, 
following the announcement from. Wash- 
ington that the heads of the main Eastern 
lines had finally agreed on a unification 
plan after a controversy lasting nearly 
ten years. 

Although it has been rumoured for a 

fortnight that agreement was im the air, 
Wall street has been very seeptical after 
a decade of futile negotiations, and when 
Mr. Hoover announced at the White 
House that the four main trunk line 
railways in the East had reached an 
agreement, following several weeks of pro- 
longed discussion, Railway shares were 
rushed up from 2 to & dollars a share, as 
bears scrambled hurriedly to cover their 
short commitments. 
New York, Newhaven, and Hartford 
and Atlantic Coast Line shot up 8, Lacka- 
wana 7, while New York Central, Pennsyl.- 
vania, Erie, Baltimore and Ohio, Missouri 
Pacific, Atchison Topeka and Santa Fe, 
Union Pacific, and others registered gains 
of from 3 to 6. as 

Industrials and Utilities, like United 
States Steel and American Telephone, 
joined the boom, which the long dispirited 
Wall street bulls regard as of the happrest 
omen for the new year. 


RAILS AT LOWEST FOR YEARS. 


Railway shares have been down to the 
lowest general level for the past five years, 
since the circulation of the consolidation 
rumours caused a temporary upward turn 
a fortnight ago. Their failure to main- 
tain that advance, together with the un- 
satisfactory earnings reports for. Novem- 
ber, had encouraged fresh short selling, 
and many believed that some of the out- 
standing railways of the country, hitherto 
regarded as “blue chip’’ investments, 
might be compelled either to cut their 
dividends or even pass them altogether 
this quarter. -

rested the world in Dublin and that he 
had been informed that the gathering in 
1929 was bigger than that at any 
It” is “already: 
certain that every country in the world 
will be represented at the Congress. At 
least twelve Cardinals will “be present, 
probably more. 

Some countries will send large con- 
tingents of visitors. From Belgium alone 
4.000 are coming. Spain, France and 
Italy are to send numerous representa- 
tives. From the Western Hemispheres it 
is not yet estimated how large the numbers 
will be;* but it is known that the 
Republics of South America, Canada ‘and 
the United States will be represented by 
thousands. East and Far Fast and the 
lands of the Southern Cross will add many 
to this universal gathering. 


SAVING UP. 


It is not merely the well-to-do who are 
coming from afar to the Dublin Congress. 
Already, in America and in Australia, 
thrift clubs have been formed, and people 
of small means are saving up to meet the 
high cost of a visit to Ireland. 

he big liner steamship companies ara 
already bestirring themselves. It has 
been arranged that two White Star liners, 
bearing full complements, shall moor in 
Scotsman’s Bay, Kingstown, during -the- 
Congress and serve as hotels for their pas-.

The com- 
mittee is not satisfied with the response 
to date. The number of beds so far offered 
in private houses is 20,000 and these. have.

Broadway, New York’s “ great white 
way,” was the scene yesterday evening of 
a disgraceful riot, in which. two hundred 
students -were involved. 

The young men invaded the Rivoli 
Theatre and caused a panic among the 
audience, which subsided only when riat 
squads were called out and forty-seven 
students were arrested. 

Bent on ‘raising .Cain,” the youths 
swarmed into an underground station, 
jumping over the turastiles without pay- 
ing, and boarded a* train going in the 
direction of Times syuare.. They sent the 
frightened travellers scurrying to the rear 
of the carriages for safety. 

The young men tore down the advertise- 
ments, smashed the electric lights, broke 
the windows, and threw the seats out of 
the carriages while the conductor tried to 


reason with them. 

When they arrived in the “ bright, hght 
district ” they all marched to the Rivoli 
Theatre. Rushing the doors they turned 
the attendant upside down, emptied a box 
containing counterfoils on: his head, and 
then ran amok in the auditorium. They 
scattered ‘‘ stink bombs’’ abont as they 
fought for seats, and plentifully sprayed 
the audience with ammonia. 

The police at last arrived and dispersed 
the rioters, taking into custody as many 
as they could lay hands on

FOUR MORE NATIVES 
KILLED ON THE RAND.

Further fighting broke out to-day in the 
compound of the Randfontein Estates 
Mine, some five hundred Basutos and 
about the same number of Pongos 
engaging in a tribal affray. Four natives 
were killed and thirty - injured. 

| Norr.—This brings the total number of 
killed up to eight and the total number 
of injured up to 105 since the beginning 
of the trouble on Christmas Day, when a 
Basuto was inurdered by a Pongo. 

Over one hundred police have been 
drafted into the locality and a party of 
mounted police were attacked with stones 
and pieces of iron. 

It is estimated that the present affray 
is the worst tribal fight that has occurred 
on the West Rand for twenty-five years.

NO LORD MAYOR’S

DUBLIN MANSION HOUSE 
RENOVATIONS.

There will be no Lord Mayor’s show or 
mayoral procession through the streets of 
Dublin this year. There will probably be 
no ceremonial functions at the Mansion 
House. The place is almost uninhabitable. 
The Lord Mayor has only been able to 
make use of three rooms. The drawing- 
room he has to make shift with as offices 
and as his reception room. 

In a few days the Mansion House will 
be in the hands of builders. For the past 
twelve years no pot of paint has been ex- 
pended on it. The cost of the renovations 
and rebuilding will run to about £5,000. 
The need of prompt repair is very evident 
in the billiard room. The three-feet thick 
exterior wall is in danger of collapsing. 
This wall in some places is already four 
inches out of alignment. In the vestibule 
to it the glazed dome might fall at any 
time owing to weakness caused by damp. 

The last procession of a Lord Mayor 
through the streets of Dublin took place 
over a quarter of a century ago. ord 
Mayor Harrington was the last to hold 
this ancient ceremonial. The fact that 
there will be none this year does not mean 
that all the trappings of former mayoral 
ceremony are to be done away with. The 
Lord Mayor will wear robes and his two 
chains of office, and a revival of the custom 
of robes for aldermen and councillors is 
expected There will, however, be no 
mayoral coach nor mace nor sword. The 
titles of mace-bearer and sword-bearer 
were recently altered. These persons are 
now known simply as “ Officers of the 
Council.’’

. STATE AS ‘LARGEST 
PURVEYOR. 

Dr. John: B. s in his presidential 
address ‘to the Conference of the 
Incorporated Society of Musicians at Oxford 
yesterday, said that to-day the State, through 
Ms deputy, the B.B.C., was the largest pur- 
veyor of music’ and the largest employer of 
musical labour in the s and unless 
adequate eafeguards “and Checks were opera- 
tive this was a eondition of affairs which 
carried in its heart the seed of professional 
and artistic degeneration. 

Dr. F. R. Dudden, Vice-Chancellor oí 
Oxiord University, welcoming the Conference, 
said :—“* You have excellent material to work 
on.

It has often been said 
that if a new idea is presented to him he 
hates it. But the average’ Englishman is a 
lover of music. 

“Music, I believe, is the most popular of all 
the arts, and never has it heen more zealously 
cultivated than at the present time.

Major Franco, ‘the ish trans-Atlanti¢ 
flier, who .recen de a dramatic escape 
from ‘prison id a still more dramatic 
appearance at the he of Cuatro 
Vientos, where he took part in the rebellion 
of a part of the Spanish Air Force, arrived at 
Antwerp at 9.50 this morning from Portugal, 
on board the Thysville, a vessel ing 
to a line serving the ian Congo. He 
was accompanied by his faithful mechanic, 
Rada, who joined him after his escape from 
prison and with him flew to Portugal when 
he rebellion had failed. ' 

The two airmen were greeted on board 
by Colonel Macia, the Catalan chief, who 
went to live in exile in Belgium after his 
plot for an uprising some years ago had 


Spaniard living in Brussels. 

A little later officers of the secret police 
came on board and questioned them, asking 
them whether their passports were in order, 
and what was the object of their journey to 
Belgium. The proceedings concluded in a 
cordial manner after the airmen had been 
duly . warned to refrain from: all political 
activities. 

In an interview with Reuter’s correspondent 
Major Franto said that: he considered that 
the uprising had failed because the expected 
general strike did not materialise on account 
of the hesitation shown by the Syndicalist 
leaders, and also because the movement in 
Madrid started five hours late. 

The consequence was that when he flew 
over Madrid there were already many 
civilians, and especially children, in the 
streeis and in the neighbourhood of the 
Royal Palace. In order to avoid killing 
innocent victims he gave up his plan of bomb- 
ing the harracks and the Palace and flew 
back te the aerodrome of Cuatro Vientos, 
where he landed his bombs and other war 
material, and took off again: for Portugal. 

Tha leaders of the movement, he said 
were now. facing poverty, since they had sub- 
scribed their savings to the revolutionary 
funds, which were rapidly exhausted. They 
were in the greatest distress. i 

Major Franco was still wearing his khaki 
uniform, and had on. canvas string-soled 
shoes. Colonel Macia embraced Major Franco 
and Rada, and: then the two airmen entered 
the car and drove to Brussels, where they 
arrived at 11.30 a.m. Their first visit was 
an obligatory one to a high official of, the 
Belgian secret police. 

Major Franco said that they only intended 
to stay in Brussels a short time until he had 
obtained an engagement as an airman in a 
South American Republic.

AL CAPONE’S “MANAGERS” 
SENTENCED. 
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From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
CHICAGO, Tuesday. 

Jack Guzik, the “ business manager ” 
of Al Capone’s liquor and vice syndicate; 
who was recently convicted of evading 
income tax to the extent of £44,000 on 
three years’ income, was to-dav sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
£3,500. His income for the three years 
amounted to over £200,000. 

Remarkable figures as to the huge 
incomes cf ‘‘Scarface’’ Capone and his 
associates were given at the trial. The 
principal witness for the prosecution testi- 
fied that the Capone vambling houses 
alone brought in £5,000 a month, while 
it wa; also revealed that Raleh Capone, 
brother of ‘‘ Scarface,” made £400,000 in 
five years by illicit means. 

On the same “occasion Frank Nitti, 
‘“Seeretary of Finanee’’ of the Capone 
“Cabina,” after protesting against the 
Government demanding income tax on an 
income from boot-legging, pleaded guilty 
to evading £32.000 in taxes. 

Nitti, who also rejoices in the ominous 
title of ‘‘The Enforcer’’ of the Capone 
gang. was then sentenced to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment and a fine of 
£2.000. 

Ralph Capone, who was sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment and fined 
£2.000, is at present on bail vending the 
hearing of an anveal.

MARTIAL LAW IN THE

Scotland has, if anything, been more un- 
successful in the effort to shake English 
supremacy. The order of merit as regards 
the countries is, in fact, in geneyval estimation 
England, Ireland, Scotland, and since last 
season Wales has been added. In these cir- 
cumstances would it not be a good thing if 
occasionally an extra match were interpolated 
in the season’s programme in which England 
might oppose a side picked from the rest. 

STRONG IRISH PLAYERS. 

At present Ireland has some very strong 
men players, such as Devlin, Mack, the two 
Hamiltons, Maconachie and Rankin. The 
weakness in women players which has so 
often caused the Irish team to miss victory is 
still apparent. In this respect, Scotland 
could give just the support that would be 
needed, because her women players are excep- 
tionally strong. Of course, Scotland has 
some good men y':yers also, and one or 
mors of them might be considered worthy of 
inclusion in the composite team. However, 
the mixture might be made, the combination 
would be a strong one, and would provide 
an interesting and instructive game. 

POSSIBLE CANADIAN TOUR. 

The matter gains more or less immediate 
importance on account of the good garng 
made by the Canadians against the Britis 
team which has just returned from the tour 
in that country.

PORTMARNOCK’S VICTORIES. 

For the first time since the establishment 
of the G.U.I. the Senior and Junior Cup 
finals were decided in connection with the 
Irish ‘‘ Close”? Amateur meeting at Lahinch, 
where the Portmarnock Club won the bulk 
of the honours by successes in the Senior Cup 
and Barton Shield, defeating Cork (Little 
Island) in the closing stage of each competi- 


tion. The Junior Cup, for the second year, 
went to Killiney, the runners-up being 


Douglas (Cork). 

The South of Ireland Championship at 
Lahinch did not suffer in the least as the 
result of holding the Irish ‘‘Close’’ Amateur 
event on the same links.

The coming year will be the most notable, 
so far as golf in Dublin is concerned, at all 
events, in the annals of the game in Ireland. 
Since 1895 the Ladies’ Championship has been 
layed alternately at Portrush and Newcastle, 
but the Ladies’ Golf Union will extend its 
sphere of activities and usefulness by playing 
the Championship at Portmarnock, for the 
first time, in June. The decision of the 
Council to add Portmarnock to the rota is 
the first tangible result, if we may put it that 
way, of the inception of the Irish Open 
Championship, and the holding of it on this 
majestic links and who knows but that the 
action of the L.G.U. may prove the fore- 
runner of an even more important decision 
by the Championship Committee of the R. 
and A.? So far the leading Americans have 
not patronised the Irish Open Championship 
meeting, but as the American lady golfers are 
‘expected in force at Portmarnock in the first 
week in June, the attractions of the links are 
certain to be broadcast all over the United 
States on their return. 

On August 24 the Irish Open will be de- 
cided at Dollymount, and already the prepara- 
tions for it have been well sdvanced by the 
Royal Dublin Club, the Committee of which 
are giving close attention to ‘the links. A 
fixture that comes on much later than usual 
is the Irish Ladies’ Championship, which, for 
obvious reasons, has been delayed to Septem- 
ber 28 at Rosses Point. Incidentally. it may 
be added that the final will be over 36 holes. 
The Sligo Club will also ‘‘ heuse” the Trish 
Close in June, and the Roval County Down 
will have the Irish Open Amateur and the 
International, Ireland v. Scotland, at New- 
castle in September. So far the dates for 
the Irish Professional at Portstewart have 
not been fixed.

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LENA GOLDFIELDS. 

Criticism of the attitude of the Soviet 
Government in respect to the award, of 
£13,000,000 made against it in favour of Lena 
toldfields, Ltd., was made by the company's 
Chairman, Mr. Herbert Guedalla, who pre- 
sided at the sixteenth ordinary general meet- 
ing of the company at Winchester House, 
London, yesterday. After referring to the 
circumstances leading to the setting up of the 
arbitration court, Mr. Guedalla said: “I do 
not. want to say anything here which would 
widen the breach between the Soviet Govern- 
ment and ourselves, but.we must remember 
that we are a British undertaking which 
started working in Russia at the invitation 
of the Soviet authorities, and that, though 
faced with enormous difficulties, we estab- 
lished a fine organisation, and actually in 
many ways were more than carrying out the 
obligations under the concession agreement, 
when suddenly difficulties arose which made 
it impossible for us to go on with our work, 
with the result that the benefit of all the 
skill of our engineers and the new plant, 
which represented a considerable value, have 
passed into the possession of the Soviet 
Government. After a fair trial, lasting for 
more than fortnight, by an impartial 
tribunal, we have been awarded compensa- 
tion for this state of circumstances, and I 
cannot believe it possible that anyone, much 
less a Government that claims to respect its 
obligations, could refuse to accept this 
liability, especially as that liability was. con- 
tractually established under the terms of the 
concession agreement which bound both the 
Soviet Government and our company. 
Answering a shareholder, who asked what 
the British Government was doing to imple- 
ment the award, Mr. Guedalla said that the 
company was getting all the assistance to 
which it was entitled from the Government. 
As soon as something concrete arrived thev 
would be in a position to let the shareholders 
know what was going on. ‘ We are doing 
our best to hurry it up. Our Ambassador at 
Moscow did ask the Soviet: ‘ When are vou 
going to pay?’ and they did not give quite a 
definite answer.” Asked if the company 
would resume working the concession if it 
was handed back, Mr. Guedalla said: “Once 
hitten. twice shy. There are all kinds of 
difficulties which come from the trade unions.

PAPER MILLS CLOSE, 

Abitibi Power and Paper Co. has through- 
out 1930 been progressively putting itself in 
the best possible condition to withstand the 
strain of the present period of low demand 
for newsprint paper, states The Financial 
Post ot ‘Yoronto. - Practically all its high- 
cost mills, starting with the old Spanish 
River Pulp and Paper Mill, have now been 
closed.
